As His 
Majeſty knows, that he ſtands on the Foot 
of the happy Revolutien; ſo has he ſolemn- 
ly declar'd, from the Throne, that in Ju- 
ſtice to himſelf and his People, he will 
encourage none, but Men of Revolution- 
Principles. It is amazing indeed, to hear 
ſome pretend, that they cannot underſtand 
forſooth, what his Majeſty can mean by Re- 
volution- Principles. Thoſe are the Men, 
that now begin to murmur, and wou'd re- 
turn into Egypt. But let. thoſe Men know, 
that Revolution- Principles, are Principles 
of Liberty, not in Mind only, but in Body 


1 and Eſtate, The Two laſt are doubtleſs 


well worth contending for; but can never 
be ſecure indeed, without the Firſt. For 


if the Mind of Man, and his Conſcience, 


be but once tied up; there is an eaſy Acceſs 
from thence, to his Perſon and Eſtate. 

His preſent Majeſty has many times 
been told, that the Fatal End of his Pre- 
deceſſor King Charles the Firſt, proceeded 
in One Inſtance (as You Dr. Hoadly ha ve 
very well obſerved) from his being ill ad- 
viſed to the reſtraining of that, which 
ought to be the moſt free and voluntary 
Thing in the World, Conſcience and Re- 
ligion. An Exact Uniformity in all the 
Modes and Ceremonies of Worſhip was re- 

AT 3 quired; 
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_ quired ; New Ceremonies were impoſed ; 
The foreign Churches, that had till then 
enjoyed their own Method, were called 
under the ſame Yoke, and all Endeavors | 
. were uſed to bring the Church of Scotland 
into This Unity ; as if the Life and Soul 
of Religion, and the Bond of Perfectneſs 
had conſiſted in this External Similitude. 
Now This is an Hardſhip indeed which 
(as you, Sir, have obſerved very well) no- 
thing but Force can make men quiet un- 
der; and Their being quiet under it, is 
ſo far from ſhewing that it has its de- 
ſigned Effect (except all the Effect de- 
ſigned by it, be the Appearance of Reli- 
gion,) that it only ſhews, how Terror 
will make Men diſſemble that, which 
will break out with more Violence, when 
the Terror is remov'd. And then What- ? 
ever They do ſhall be imputed to a Spirit 
of Innovation; tho? it ariſe truly from a | 
Natural Remorſe and Reſentment at ha- 
ving been over-awed by the Fear of Men. 
Sir, as there is Nothing PLAINER, in the 
Rules of Civil Society, than that no Man 


is to be abridged of his Rights in it, but 


for thoſe Things which immediatly affect 
it's Security : And there is Nothing plai- 
ner in the Goſpel, than that Sincerity and 
Godly - Simplicity, 15 our proper Rejoy- | 
cing before Our Judge; and that our 
Union to CHR OUR HEAD, and to 

| One 
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one another, conſiſts in an Union of Faith 
and Love, and not in any outward Con- 
formity of Worſhip. So that to compel 
Men to this outward Conformity, either 
by uſing Them, as Schiſmaticks from the 
Body of Chriſt, or as unfit and Dange- 
rous Members of the Civil Society is NoT 
JusT in Politicks or Chriſtianity. Sir, You 
have been, (and in the Name of the Peo- 
ple of Britain we have thanked you for 
having been) free to ſpeake thus of this 
Matter, becauſe all Churches are apt to 
be Faulty in it, and to confine the Favours 
that are in their Power to their own Sect; 
tho' many Times they have done it, at 
the Coſt, and ſometimes to the Ruin of the 
Publick + An honeſt This and Ia- 
genious Acknowledgement of the Abuſe 
of Church Power before that Auguſt 
Aſſembly whom it concerns moſt, and 
Who alone can prevent it! The Doc- 
trine in my Opinion can never be too 
much comply'd with, nor the Preacher 


” rewarded, 


And it muſt be, Sir, cur own Fault for 


the Future, if we are guilty of, what in- 


deed you are unwilling to call by the hard 
Name of Crime, but what I am Sure de- 
ſerves it, I mean with you, a Lazineſs and 
Indifference in attending and purſuing thoſe 

Things, which we count Juſt and Honeſt; 
Which ought to be the leſs indulged,

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where the Oppoſition is ſtrong and violent? 


An Eaſineſs in being led by the Aurnokirx 
of others, ſometimes againſt often without 
our own Judgments, and a falſe Honour 
of adhereing to what we have'once under- 
taken, and to Men, we have once been 
engaged with, leſt we ſhou'd ſeem to have 


been miſtaken or inconſtant; and a weak. 


Perſwaſion, that we may ſuffer Things to 
go on to that State, as will naturally mend 
it ſelf, till we are engag'd in Actions, to 
our own Deſtruction, which we at a Diſ- 
tance abhorred, and in Perplexities we 


cannot deliver ourſelves from, Perplexities ! 


which, Whatever we may, ſome of us, 
think of them at preſent, yet as they are 


ſet on Foot, to entangle and diſtract his 


Majefty's Councils, can have no other re- 
mote Effect, but the Deſtruction of the 
REVOLUTION it ſelf, and all that depends 
upon it. 0 

But, Dr. Hoadly, why do we ſpeak 
(as you well expoltalate) to thoſe that 
are the Enemies of our preſent happy 


Conſtitution and Settlement ? Have any 


of 'em made their Peace on t'other Side 
the Water, at the Expence, it may be, of 
our Lives and Fortunes; and to have us 
one Day, crucified, (to ſpeak their own 
Language) as Rebels, Knaves and Tray- 
tors? Yet ſtill, and for all this, if we 
who are heartily engaged in the glorious 
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Cauſe of Liberty, and wiſh well to our 
ſelves; will now but learn that Wiſdom 
which our Danger may teach us, we 
need not fear That Strength, which no- 
thing but out Folly or Want of Vigilance 
will make conſiderable enough to hurt us. 
We have a Wiſe King to protect and aſſiſt 
us in, our honeſt Endea vours for his own 
and the Good of theſe Kingdoms. A King, 
ſo far from deſiring to invade thoſe Liber- 
ties, which are by Law, not in his Power, 
that he has been over tender of thoſe that 
are. A King that deſires we wou'd only 
make him happy, and his Reign eaſy, 
by making our ſelves ſo; and that deſires 
all his Subjects without Diſtinction, may 
enjoy the Fruits of that Government which 
without Diſtinction they are hearty to 
maintain. . | 

If then we will all of us conſpire with 
his Majeſty in the ſame truly Public and 
General Deſign ; If we will all of us reſolve 
not to envy and vex one another; but mix 
with unanimouſly, and ſtrengthen the wil- 
ling Hands of all that delire-the ſame 
Things: If we will learn to be charitable, 
with Regard to our ſmaller Differences, in 
Matters of Religion, and receive all as 
Brethren, whom CHRIST receives; and as 
Fellow Citizens, thoſe that are equally 
Friends to our Civil Government with us : 
I beg Leave, Sir, to go on in your own

Words, (for I can find no better) and to 
ſay, That if we will learn to be quiet 
and contented in the calling, with which 
God hath called us; and not to think more 
highly of our ſelves, than we ought to 
think: If we will guard . againſt thoſe 
Paſſions of Reſentment and Revenge, 
which when once let in, grow too ſtrong 
for the ſtrongeſt Undeſtanding, and over- 
run even Principle and Honour, and Grati- 
tude and Intereſt: If we will carry in our 
Breaſts a kind Ackoowledgement, and 
Senſe of that ProteQion-and Favour, that 
we receive from the BesT of Governors: 
If we will be exactly true and faithful to
